be postponed to give Williams’ new 
court-appointed attorney, Howard 
Landau, a chance to prepare a de¬ 
tense. 

Landau, who helped win an ac¬ 
quittal for Williams in a 1986 rape 
trial, won't comment on the case or 
the homicide investigation. Nor will 
he allow his client to speak to The 
Herald. 

In statements to police, Williams 
has denied killing the women. 

Bom in Georgia, he grew up in a 
neatly kept Overtown townhouse 
with his mother, brother and sis¬ 
ters. 

By 1986, he had been accused of 
seven rapes — including assaults on 
two 15-year-old schoolgirls — and 
was profiled in The Herald as a ca¬ 
reer criminal who knew how to plea 
bargain and beat the system. 

His accusers describe the same 
modus operandi: He starts with 
sweet talk and suddenly turns vi¬ 
cious as he chokes his victims un¬ 
conscious. 

Two years ago when Williams was 
out of jail, young women started dy¬ 
ing mysteriously in his Overtown 
neighborhood. They were found al¬ 
most nude, their legs spread and no 
visible trauma. 

Miami cops were puzzled. Initial 
autopsies turned up a new theory — 
later debunked by Medical Examin¬ 
er Joe Davis — that the women died 
because they combined sex and co-

ertown neighborhood as heavy 
crack-users. 

So was Williams. 

"He’d say, 'I've got money. Let’s 
get drugs,’ ” remembered neighbor 
Audrey Salles. x 

One of Williams’ teen-age neigh¬ 
bors took him up onithe offer in 
April 1988 — and was found dead 
hours later, said the'victim’s best 
friend, Aida Rodriguez, 17. . 


She said Williams offered her and 
16-year-old Sharmanita Grays 
"some weed” when they went to 
the Bay Point Motel, 3530 Biscayne 
Blvd. Later, Rodriguez left her 
friend with a heavily perspiring, 
crack-using Williams who wouldn’t 
let her back into the room. 

That’s the last time Rodriguez 
saw Grays alive. Her body was 
found hours later sprawled, legs 
apart and nearly nude, on a stairwell 
at the motel. 

Rodriguez told Miami homicide 
investigators her suspicions. Miami 
police have since refused to discuss 
the case. 

Since then, two other victims 
were seen with Williams on their 
last day. 

In October 1988, Williams sought 
sex from prostitute Erica Edwards 
on the night she died near the hook¬ 
er zone on Northwest 79th Street, 
said witness Beverly Gunder James. 

She said Williams, identifying 
himself as "Tony,” approached her 
on Oct. 22,1988, at the Tropicana 
Bar, 1057 NW 79th St. 

"He came out of the bushes,” 
James said in a telephone interview. 
"He asked me where I was going, 
and I said to the bar. He asked if I 
’dated’ [slang for hooking], and I said 
no. He asked if I smoked cocaine and 
I said no. He asked me if I knew any¬ 
one who did. 

"I said yes — Erica.” 

She said she then introduced him 


to Edwards. 

"I said, 'Erica, this is Tony. He 
seems like a nice guy. Be nice to 
him.’ ” 

The next morning, Edwards’ body 
was discovered in a nearby field 
She had been dead for hours. 

That same day, James told police, 
Williams grabbed her from behind 
and choked her. "He picked me off 
the ground and put a hook on me and 
I couldn’t spring loose," she said. 

"The man was on top of me,” she 
added. "I was on my stomach.” 

A neighbor saw the attack and 
scared him off, she said. 

Five days later — and after three 
more women had been found dead in 
the area — James spotted Williams 
at a friend’s house near the hooker 
zone. 

Metro police arrested him there 
on attempted second-degree mur¬ 
der charges. 

He was released in early Decem¬ 
ber after prosecutors dropped the 
case. They couldn't find James. She 
moved to Oklahoma soon after the 
assault. 

Five months later, Williams was 
seen with victim Brenda Hernandez 
on the day she was strangled in an 
open field in Brownsville, police told 
her mother, Mercedes Hernandez. 

The victim had lived just a few 
blocks from a crack den near J & J 
Groceries at 2656 NW 46th St. 
where Williams hung out 

Two other victims, Barbara Ann

Black and Barbara Lattimore, hung 
out at the same crack den, several 
witnesses said. "He liked the girls,” 
remembered store owner John Ben¬ 
nett. 

Williams was arrested at the 
crack den when he tried to run from 
detectives investigating Hernan¬ 
dez’s murder. 

While canvassing the neighbor¬ 
hood for witnesses, detectives ran 
into a woman who said Williams had 
raped her in the same neighborhood 
two weeks earlier. 

She said she was initially fooled by 
his appearance. "A clean-cut guy,” 
she noted. 

She agreed to Williams’ offer: 
$10, two cocaine rocks and half a 
pound of marijuana for sex. The 
next thing she knew, he was choking 
her and forcing her to have sex. 

"The man chokes you like he in¬ 
tends to kill you. It’s not a choke 
where he’s playing with you at all. 
He wants to kill you,” she said in a 


sworn statement. 

"The look on the guy’s face — it j 
totally changed from that nice per¬ 
sonality, nice gentleman, hard- j 
working gentleman to a damn mani- 
ac,” she testified. 

Metro detectives charged Wil¬ 
liams with rape. 

Within a week, Miami police fol- i' 
lowed with another rape charge. A i 
woman from Brownsville accused 
Williams of choking and raping her 
in March. 

Since early April, Williams has I 
been in jail, lately in solitary. 

"He’s there for his own protec¬ 
tion based on his notoriety,” said 
Dade Jail Lt. Jim Wood. 

Williams passes his days watching 
TV or talking to another prisoner — 
Charlie Street, accused killer of two 
Metro officers. 

Williams has impressed Lt. Wood 
with his politeness and quiet de¬ 
meanor. “He seems calm and com¬ 
placent.”

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The body is that of a 5 foot 9 inch, 151 pound, well 
developed, slightly obese, black female whose facial appearance 
is distorted due to changes of decomposition. Decomposition is 
characterized by bloating of the head, neck, upper extremities, 
chest and abdomen. Facial characteristics are obscured by severe 
maggot infestation, discoloration, and marked skin slippage. 
There is marked skin slippage over the breast, upper extremities, 
and the abdomen. Numerous abrasions secondary to insect activity 
are noted over the abdomen, chest, and upper extremities. 


The scalp is without obvious trauma and covered by kinky 
black hair which is rolled in black foam curlers. The eyes are 
decomposed. The nares are remarkable for maggot infestation. The 
external auditory canals contain no blood and are remarkable for 
maggot infestation. The oral cavity contains natural dentition 
in a state of poor repair with marked bloating and protrusion of 
the tongue. The neck is straight and without obvious signs of 
trauma. The skin of the neck is decomposed with severe maggot 
infestation. The chest has symmetrical pendulous breasts with 
marked drying and skin slippage. Insect activity is noted over 
the nipple areas of both breasts. Striae are noted in both 
axilla, striae are noted over the protuberant abdomen in the 
lower quadrant. There is no sign of obvious trauma to 
abdomen and no scars are noted. A poorly made out tattoo is 
the posterior surface of the right wrist which appears to be 
word, "Epileptic".

INTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The soft tissues and bone underlying the scalp have no 
evidence of recent trauma. A well healed bone flap is present in 
the left frontal bone. The 980 gram brain is gray-brown, 
liquefied, and without its normal architecture. The 
cerebrospinal fluid consists of a dark brown liquid. The 
pituitary gland is liquefied. After stripping the dura there are 
no fractures noted of the calvarium or base of skull. e 
vessels at the base of the brain have no atherosclerosis. 

A stepwise neck dissection fails to reveal any recent 
hemorrhage into the strap muscles of the neck or injury to the 
larynx, thyroid gland, thyroid cartilage, or cricothyroid 
cartilage. The hyoid bone is intact. The tongue is without 
evidence of bite marks or hemorrhage. 
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The left and right pleural cavities contain a measured 50 ml 
of bloody fluid. The peritoneal cavity contains no abnormal 
collections of fluid. The pericardial sac contains a measured 
20 ml of clear fluid. The ribs and sternum are intact. The long 
bones of the body show no evidence of any injury. The pelvis is 
intact. 

The 250 gram heart has a flabby pink-tan myocardium and a 
widely patent coronary arterial system without atherosclerosis. 
The cardiac valves appear normally formed and without vegetation. 


The right and left lungs are 460 and 450 grams, 
respectively. Both lungs are pale and hypercrepitant. On 
sectioning, the pulmonary parenchyma has a resistance to cutting. 
The bronchial tree is lined by a dark brown fluid. The pulmonary 
arteries are patent. No discrete lesions are seen in the lungs. 


The intact 1410 gram liver is pale brown and has a pasty 
consistency. The gallbladder contains scant bile. The bile 
passages are normal in course and caliber. The intact 150 gram 
spleen has a smooth gray capsule and a liquefied dark maroon 
parenchyma. The pink lobular pancreas has a soft consistency. 
The adrenal glands are markedly autolyzed. 

The 140 gram right kidney and 150 gram left kidney have 
irregular subcapsular surfaces. Both kidneys, on sectioning, 
have poorly demarcated corticomedullary junctions and 
proportions. The parenchyma is soft and pasty. The ureters are 
thin walled and nondilated. The urinary bladder is intact and 
contains no urine. The uterus is moderately enlarged with severe 
autolysis of the endometrium. The fallopian tubes and ovaries 
are unremarkable aside from changes of decomposition. 


The stomach contains an estimated 100 ml of well masticated, 
partially digested tan-brown food. The mucosa of the esophagus, 
stomach, and duodenum is remarkable for decompositional changes. 
The small and large intestine and appendix have dusky pinx 
serosal surfaces and brown mucosal surfaces. The rectum is 
unremarkable.
